| PIT DOOR. The Temporary Pit Paſſage is in the center of the Theatre, in Bridges-Street, which 
leads to a Spacious Saloon, which will be opened One Hour before the opening of the Pit Doors, All 
Carriages for the Pit Door, are to wait in Catherine-Street, or York-Street, to take up with the Horſes
